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REINFORCED WOVEN CLOTH 

CLAIM(S) 

Reinforced woven cloth consisting of vertical yarns and horizontal 
yarns characterized in that (a) said horizontal yarns are made of polyamide 
and/or polyester and consist of one or more filaments with a birefringence 
index An 80 x 10~ 3 or lower and (b) said vertical yarns consist of one or 
more spinning yarns of one type selected from among cotton, rayon, and 
polyvinyl alcohol fibers, and in that said arranged yarns (a) and (b) are 
braided yarns or interlaced yarns. 

BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS 

Fig. 1 shows a curvature graph indicating the pull strength of the 
horizontal yarns. 

A. horizontal yam used in the present invention 

B. cotton rayon 
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C. polyester yarn before having been stretched 

D. rubber yarn curl 

Fig. 2 shows a partial cross-sectional view of a tire. Fig. 3 shows a 
partially expanded view of Fig. 3 for indicating the arrangement of vertical 
yarns. A indicates an example wherein the woven cloth of the present 
invention is used. B indicates an example wherein the prior art woven cloth 
is used. Fig. 4 shows a schematic diagram of the reinforced woven cloth as 
one embodiment example of the present invention.
